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PREFACE 


Production and subsequent use of energy affects all Australians, all sectors of the economy 
and the environment. Currently the supply of energy products relies heavily on fossil fuels 
namely coal, oil and gas. International and domestic pressure, however is placing emphasis 
on the importance of the development of renewable and sustainable energy sources for the 
national market. For example, a program that is making an impact is the Greenpower choice 
for electricity where energy consumers are using electricity from alternative power sources 
such as wind power, hydro-electricity and solar power. 


A number of changes in the energy market such as the national energy market and the 
deregulation of the electricity supply in most States is increasing in the interest in energy 
statistics. Australia's international commitments to the Kyoto protocol and organisations 
such as the International Energy Agency and the Organisation for Economic and Country 
Development also require access to energy statistics from a number of sources. 


The Australian and New Zealand Minerals and Energy Council (ANZMEC) and the 
Australian Bureau of Statistics (ABS) is attempting to satisfy the need for energy statistics by 
presenting a web site for the Directory of Energy Statistics. In 1992 the first edition of the 
energy directory highlighted sources of data for the energy sector. This web site contains 
updated information on Australian sources of energy and related data from both the public 
and private sectors. 


The information contained in this Directory has been collected from many and various 
organisations and individuals. The ABS cannot accept any responsibility for errors or 
omissions in any of the entries the Directory contains.

The Labour Force Survey (LFS) is a monthly survey which collects information about the 
labour force status and other characteristics of the usually resident civilian population aged 
15 and over. Estimates of employment, unemployment rate and labour force participation 
rate are published. 


LFS data are the key element of labour market and other economic information provided by 
the Australian Bureau of Statistics. The principal objective is to facilitate the analysis and 
monitoring of social and economic aspects of the Australian labour market and working-age 
population. This objective is achieved by providing timely statistics of the size and 
characteristics of the civilian labour force gained from the LFS and associated 
supplementary surveys. 


Description 


The LFS provides a measure of the currently economically active population (i.e. the labour 
force). The labour force is so defined as to be conceptually equivalent to the pool of labour 
available for the production of economic goods and services as defined for System of 
National Accounts measures of economic output. 


The labour force framework classifies the population into three mutually exclusive and 
exhaustive categories: employed, unemployed and not in the labour force. The employed 
and unemployed categories together make up the labour force, or the currently active 
population. The third category (not in the labour force) represents the population not 
currently economically active.

The survey is based on a multi-stage area sample of private dwellings and a list sample of 
non-private dwellings (hotels, motels, etc.), and covers about 0.5% of the population of 
Australia.

There 
are approximately 20 metallic mineral mining operations and 20 nonmetallic mineral mining 
operations in the NT, and approximately 360 mining titleholders on five different types of 
title. 


The NT DME and the ABS differ in their classification of alumina. NT DME classifies and 
reports alumina production under the mining sector, while the ABS classifies alumina as a 
manufactured commodity and therefore reports production of it in the manufacturing sector. 
However, bauxite production is not included in the ABS' manufacturing data and is 
separately recorded in the mining sector.

Oil and gas production data are submitted by all oil and gas producers in the NT and the 
offshore waters that the NT administers (including the Ashmore and Cartier Islands adjacent 
area) on a monthly and quarterly basis. Data are collected using a faxed questionnaire.
